observed in the Pittsburg district At 
the mills where tbe strike .order ex 
rendM. the skilled workmen who are 
under the contiDl df the union failed 
to put In an appearam <•, or if they did 
go to the mills. It wa.s merely as npi <■- 
tators and with no intention of work 
ing. The strike order is beiM observ- 

• ed at all of the tin plate, sheet and 
boop combines. 

Prenident ShufTer is in commii-ilfa- 
tion with lodRe oHklals at these plants 
and he is < oufldent that the associa- 
tion will make such a strong showing 
on this preliminary suspension of 

* work that a general strike of the mills 
of the United States Steel corporation 
will not be necessary. This latter 
proposition is the strong curd which 
the Amalgamated president has up 
bis sleeve, and which be has threaten- 
ed to play If an e«rly adjuatttent of 
tbo dlfflcully is not made. 

This strike bears a resemblance to 
the historical llomestead strike in 
1892, in that It is not a guei^tion of 
wages, but of recocnition of the Amal- 
gamated association. Tbe association 
insists upon unionising all the plants 
cf the three companies in question. 
The manufacturers refuse to grant 
this demand, and say that the indi- 
vidual contracts with workmen which 
are in force at a number of tbe plv>ts 
must stand. 

The Painter mills of the American 
Steel company of the South Side are 
are shut down. The men have joined 
the Amalgamated asi-aclation and not 
one of the workmen save four or five 
Hungarians and six boys showed up. 

The tin mill at Monessen, Pa., which 
it non-union. Is running as usual. 
Lindsay and McCutcheon plant of the 
American Strel Hoop company In Al- 
leghedy is idle and the Star and 
Monongahela plants of the American 
Tin Plate company are closed down. 

The Painter and Lladsay^and Mc- 
Cuteheon plants have been looked up- 
on by the officials of the United 
States Steel corporation as the strong- 
holds of non-unionieta la tbe Hoop 
company. 

The prompt action ct President 
Shaffer in thus early forcing the 
flght and carryinK it into the enemy's 
( Hmp was l(i(ik< il iiiiiiii as evidt nee 
that the strike will b" ime of the most 
spirited of Pittsburg's history. Presi- 
dent Shaffer was pleased with tbe re- 
ports from the two strongholds and he 
declared that not a wheel would turn 
in either the Painter or Lindsay and 
McCutcheon work* vntil the strike 
was settled. 

At the headquarters of the Amalga- 
mated association it was s(iid that tbe 
situation was satisfactory. President 
BhafTer tcoU personal charge of the 
strike campaign. The executive com 
mittee of the Amalgamated ass(jcia 
tion has placed the fight entirely iu 
bis hands, and he has been directe d 
to plan bis campaign as he thinks 
best. Secretary John Williams said

I do not 
believe the strike to be serious, only a 
few mills are concerned and the effect 
cannot possibly be Judged for a tow 
days." 

Lord Rrfhschild t'r.!d: "There Is 
no discriminution against United. 
States Steel corporation or American 
stock. It is simply a business matter 
here that bankers here don't advance 
large amounts on one class of stoi.c 
alone. If one came to me and asked 
for £.'i0.000 on one lot of ttocks I 
would not (five it to him. 1 should re- 
quest different lots of securitits. Th;- 
financial situation here, not excluding 
conscts, depends entirely upon the 
United States. The financial situa- 
ion in Germany is all right: every- 
i.inr. ;is I have stated, d' v mis iipcn 
the L nited .Stat^.'*. J. I'. .Morgan plac- 
ed 15,000.000 of steel here. They have 
gone down considerably and it cannot 
be called surprising if the London 
market is despondent, but there is no 
real anxiety, nor llkllhocd of any pan- 
ic or things of that sort. I expect the 
sit . ation in the Unit* d States — the 
dio;ifi;'it, bad crops and the possible 
rtsuits of tbe strike to be exaggerat- 
ed. Settle your strike and arrange 
your railroed difllcultles and you will 
find London as willing as ever to sup- 
port Americ an securities."

Mr. Hollander, who holds 
the chair of assistant professor of 
finance at .lohiis Hopkins university, 
was sent to I'orto Rico by the presi- 
dent to formulate a revenue system. 
Mr. Hollander gave out the following 
statement conceining his work In Por- 
to Rico: 

"The present financial condition of 
Porto Rico ((impares favorably, 1 
think, with that of any state or ter- 
ritory in the I'liiiJii. The i.-;land is 
free from all funded or fioatlng In- 
debtedness; the burden of tasatlon 
upon its people is less than upon the 
residents of any part of tbe United 
States, and the insular treasury begins 
a new fiscal with sources of revenue 
that should supply all necessary ex- 
penditures and with a surplus large 
enough to afford security against any 
unforeseen contingency. These are 
the < unditiims which made It possible 
for C.overnor .\llen to convene ih'- in- 
sular legislature in extra session on 
July 4 and for that body to pass the 
Joint resolution as to the adequacy ot 
its present revenue system, which It 
is hoped, will soon result la free trade 
with the United States. 

"'1 lie annual expenditures of the Is 
land are aliout two million dollars, of 
which about one half is devoted to 
schools and roads. Necessary reve- 
nues are supplied by custom duties on 
gnods imported intu I'orto llleo from 
couMtri(s u'.her Ilian th'' United 
Stat's; by exei.-o taxis on alcohols, 
tobacco and a few minor articles; and 
by a direct tax of one-half per cent 
upon real and personal property.
